The behavior of 4& multitude © 
laborers towards their employers ae 
ing the last three months may Tent 
induced some, employers to neglect 
the real Christian duties that they 
owe to those whom they employ. 
Therefore I want to Say to you 
whom I confront face to face and 
those to whom these words may 
come, that ali shipowners, all capit- 
alists, all commercial firms, all mas- 
ter builders, all housewives, are 
bound to Le interested in the entire 
welfare of their subordinates. Years 
ago some one gave three Spreacrip- 
tions fur becoming 4 millionaire ; 
“Pirst, spend your life in getting and 
keeping the earnings of other people 
secondly, have no anxicly about the 
worriments, the losses, — the disap- 
pointments, of others; thirdly, do not 
mind the fact that your vast wealth 
implies the poverty of a great many 
people.” Now, there is not a man 
bere who would consent to go into 
life with those three principles to 
earn a fortune. It is your desire to 
do your whole duty to the men and 
women in your service. 

First of all then, pay ‘as large 
wages oa are reasonable and as your 
business will afford—not necessarily 
what others pay. The right of a 
laborer to tell his employer what he 
must pay implies the right of an em- 
ployer to compel a man into service 
whether he will or not, and either 
of thase ideas is despicable, When 
any employer allows a Inborer to say 
what be must do or have his business 
ruined and the employer submits to 
it, he dows every business men in the 
United Stales a wrong and yields to 
the principles, which, carried out, 
would dissolve society. Look over 
your affairs and put yourselves in 
imagination in your laborerc’s place, 
and then pay him what betore God 
and your own conscience you 
you ought to pay him. 

Do not be too ready to cut dowao 
wages. As far as possible, pay all, 
and pay promptly. There is a great 
deal of Bible teaching on this sub- 
ject. Malachi; “I will be a swift 
witness against all sorcerers and 
against all adulterers, and against 
those who oppose the bireling in his 
wages.” leviticus; “Thou shalt 
not keep the wages of the hireling 
all night unto the morning.” Colos- 
sians; “Masters, give unto your ser- 
vants that which is just and equal, 
knowing that ye also have a Master 
in heaven.” So you see it is not 
a question between you and your em- 
ployee so much as it is a question 
between you and God. 

Do not say to your employees— 
“Now, if you don't like this place 
get another,’ when you kuow they 
cannot get another. As for as pos- 
sible, once a year visit at their home 
your clerks and your workmen. That 
is the only way you can become ac- 
quainted with your wants. You 
will, by such process, find out that 
there is a blind parent or a sick sis- 
ter being supported. You will find 
some of your young men in rooms 
without any fire in winter, and in 
summeér sWeltering in ill-ventilated 
apartmanis. You will find out how 
much depends on the wages you pay 
or withhold. 


Again, I counsel all employera to 
look well on the physical health 
of their subordinates, Lo not put 
on them ony unnecessary fatigue. 1 
never could understand why the driv- 
ers on our city cars must stand all 
day when they might just as well 
sit down and drive. Jt seems to me 
most unrighteous that so many of the 
female clerks in our stores should be 
compelled .to stand all day and 
through those hours when there are 
but few or no customers. These peo-

The young man 
who spends his evening in the so- 
ciety of refined women or in musical 
or artistic circles or in literary im- 
provement is the young man for your 
store,

“If they do their work in the busi- 
ness hours, that is all IL have to 
ask," God has made you that man's 
guardian, IT want you to understand 
that many of these young are or- 
plans, or worse than orphans, 
flung out into society to atrugg@lea for 
themselves.

Men in Wall Street, hiav- 
ing 30 years of reputation for hon- 
esty, have dropped into Sing Sing and 
perdition, and you must .be careful 
how you try a lad of 15. And if he 
do wrong do not pounce on him like 
a hyena. If he proves himself un- 
worthy of your confidence, do not call 
in the police, but take him home. 
Tell why you dismissed him to those 
who will give him another chance, 
Many a young man has done wreng 
once who wil] never do wrong again. 
Ah, my friends, I think we can af- 
ford to give everybody another 
chance when God knows we should 
all have been in perdition if he had 
not given us 10,000 chancos, 

Then, if in moving around your fic- 
tony, or mill or barn or store, you 
are inexorable with young men God 
will remember it. Some day the 
wheel of fortune will turn, and you 
will be a pauper, and your daughter 
will go the workhouse, and your 
son will die on the scaffold.

Awfal Story of Indian Famine Sufferers 
by Dr. Louls Klopsch. 


Bombay, June 1. — Mr Louls 
KKlopsch of New York, publisher of 
The Christian Herald, who arrived 
here May 14 and started at once on 
© tour of the faminestricken dis 
tricts, has returned after travelling 
through the most sorely-smitten dis- 
tricts of the Bombay Presidency, in- 
cluding Gujerat and = HBarola He 
made the following statement re 
garding his observations 

“Everywhere I met the most shock- 
ing and revolting scenes. The famine 
camps have been swept by cholera 
and smallpox. Fugitives scattering 
in all directions, and stricken in 
flight, were found dying in the flelds 
and roadside ditches. The numl or ,at 
one relief station wns inc reasing at 


| the rate of 10,000 per day 
— There was no | 


"At Godhera there were 3,000 
deaths from cholera’ within four days 
and at Dohad 2,500 in the same per- 
iod. The hospital death rate at God- 
hera and Dohad was 90 per cent. The 
condition of the stricken simply beg- 
gars description. Air and water were 
liaprégnated With an intolerable 
stench of corpses. At Ahmedabad the 
death rate in the poor house was 10 


per cent. Every day I saw new 
patients placed face to face with 
corpses In every fourth cot there 


Was a corpse. 

“The thermometer read 115 in the 
shade, Millions of flies hovered 
uround the uncleaned dysentery  pa- 
tients - 

“I visited the smallpox and chol- 


tients were lying on the ground, there 
being no cots Otherwise their con- 
dition was fair.

“The Government is doing its best.

OLD LONDON REJOICED, 








Another Deuioustration Like After the 
Kollef of Mufeking. 


London, June 6. — England has 
been colebrating to-night the fall of 
Pretoria very much as she did the ro- 
lief of Mafeking. Drunkenness has 
been a trifle less conspicuous than 
When Baden-Powell was the hero of 
the moment, but in London and in 
the other large towns the scenes last 
evening Were practically a repetition 
of those which marked the other vic- 
tories, and long after midnight, up- 
roarious yelling, the tooting of horns 
and discordant chants ascended from 
the city atreets, usually, at such an 
hour, as silent as the grave. 

Processions Gulore, 

All during the evening processions 
marched along the Strand, Piccadilly 
and the other leading thoroughfares. 
In fact, so great Was the crush, that 
the easiest method of locomotion was 
to join one of the processions, for 
Whose strident choruses. and waving 
flares all traftle was stopped. 

Every building possessing an _ il- 
luininating device used it for all it 
Was worth, until the metropolis was 
ablaze with light. The club on Pall 
Mall were lit up with huge torches, 
and the old, staid «street of murky 
buildings was scarcely recognizable. 


Around Marlborough House and tho 
War Office the crowds continued 
thick. 


Tne Prince in London, 

The Prince of Wales came to town 
yesterday afternoon, and went to the 
opera in the evening.

Toronto, June 7, — The decoration 
of the Jate Sir John Macdonald's 
Aonwincnl in the Queen's Park yes- 
terday aftcrnoon was a just and de- 
Serving tribute to Canada’s “Grand 
Old Man,"’ whose whole life Was de- 
voted to the advancement and to the 
Welfare of his country. Every school 
child knows what he had done. How 
he brought the scattered provinces

Training” by Miss Hope, Principal of 
the Ontario Normal School of Do- 
mestic Science and Art. Miss Hope 
read Mrs, Hoodless’ paper on the above 
subject. 

The true object of education is the 
training and fitting pupils to fulfil 
the duties of a good citizenship. Edu- 
catior is the development of mind and 
body. In junior classes stick laying, 
cardboard work and modelling train 
hand and eye for further work 
in manual training. It has been 
found that manual training has caus- 
ed a great decrease in truancy and 
alsa a great falling off in criminal 
classes wherever it has been  intro- 
duced. Miss Hope gave a concise ac- 
count of the manner in which this 
subject is taught in the various coun- 
tries of Europe and America. After 
the reading of the paper Miss Hope 
answered a number of questions that 
were asked by teachers present. In

when it left office it had a bonded 
debt of $4,439,859 and a guaranteed 
debt of $3,225,859.99 in addition to 
a deficit of $248,136.40 on account of 
bank overdrafts, misapplied trust 
funds and unpaid accounts. 

“With ‘these facts before them, will 
anyons longer wonder why the Green- 
way Ministers wanted to lay hold of 
9300,000 of school moneys in the 
hands of the Dominion Government ? 
They had squandered the trust funds 
over which they had control, and 
Laurier tried to put them into pos- 
session of other trust funds which 
it was the Dominion Government's 
sacred duty to protect, in order to 
enable them to cover up their mis- 
deeds, or to squander the money in 
furthering of their elections which 
were then approaching.

immediate transportation through the 
United States to any foreign country, 
the consignee cr agent may make ent- 
ry in tripliente, describing the route 
by which the merchandise is to be 
forwarded. An invoice showing the 
value of the merchandise should be 
submitted at the time the entry is 
made, but consular certificates will 
not be required. The entry is to be in 
substantially the form prescribed in 
article 431 of the Custom Regulations 
of 1892. Duties will be estimated on 
the foreizn market value of the goods, 
and the consignee or agent is to give 
bond in a penal sum equal to double 
the value of the goods, such bond be- 
ing conditioned for the exportation of 
the merchandise within six months of 
the date of entry. After entry has 
been made and bond given, the pro- 
ceedings indicated in articles 4453 to 
438, inclusive, of the Customs Reg- 
ulations of 1892 will be followed. 
Distinguished Englishmen still con- 
tinue to reach this city, and to discuss 
the Boer war, now so near its end. 
Among the recent arrivals is Hon. 
Chas, N. Bradford, a former mayor of 
Plymouth, England, who ssid—‘I am 
one of those opposed to the war, but 
we Radicals and Liberals were very 
much in the minority and were divid- 
ed in opinion besides: We could and 
can do nothing at present. The en- 


or 


thusiasm of victory and conquest 
is Sweeping over the country and 
carrying everything before it. Of 


course, every Englishman rejoices in 
the triumph of the British army. But 
the day is not far off when there will 
bela reaction. Englishmen will have 
to pay the enormous costs of the war 
and when they realize this their en- 
thusiasm will recede.” 

“Now that the war enthusiasm is on 
in England, the scheme of the govern- 
ment, of the war party, is to dissolve 
Parliament and order a new election 
while the fever is at its highest. That 
would insure the return of 4 large Con- 
servative majority, probably as large 
as at present, and guarantee a contin- 
uation of power in their hands for at 
least seven years longer. The gov- 
ernment does not dare wait for an- 
other year or two, knowing that by 
that time the people would have come 
back to their reason, and so they will 
take advantage of the disorganized 
condition of the Liberals. Our party 
is divided, and most of all we need a 
leader. At present we are handicap- 
ped, but the Radical party will yet 
make itself felt, and once this wild 
intoxication of victory of arms has 
subsided the people will come to our 
view.” Mr. Bradford is travelling 
through the United States for plens- 
ure, Studying our politics and ways of 
doing things. He is accompanied by 
J. HW. Rider and Richard Dingle, both 
also of Plymouth, 

Even Senator Morgan, of Alabama, 
the persistent champion of the Ni- 
caraguan canal, has given up the 
fight for this session of Congress, It: 
was time to do so, as that body will be 
in all probabilily adjourned before this 
letter gels into print. While the Re- 
publicans dread the effect of  side- 
tracking the canal, they have done so 
because they believe it violates the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and because 
we have as yet no treaty with Nicara- 
gua and Costa Rica on the subject, 
When the Hay-Pauncefote convention 
is ratified, as it will probably be with 
on amendment at the next session, and 
when the President has had time to 
negotiate with the Central American 
countries on the subject, the bill will 
be passed,

Our caspalties are 
about six killed and seven wounded.” 

London, June 11.—Lieut.-Gen. Sir

THE MAFEKING CARNIVAL 


A Historical Event in London ~- Inter- 
esting Extracts from a Bright 
Letter. 


The 


following are interesting ex- 
tracts from oa letter of a Belleville 
lady now resident in London giving 
vivid glinipses of the celebration in 
ths heart of the Empire of the re- 
lief of Mafeking: 

“LT am not completely rested out 
ifter the Mafeking carnival yet, nor 
vpparently are the people, for flags 
still wave along the streets, and oc- 


casionally you hear snatches of 
Sones, 

“ALL through the great demonstra- 
tion, the excitement kept one up, and 
it was grand. I do not suppose that 
ever before was there so general a 
desire on the part of all mén, women 


vnd children to act on the hymnal in- 


triotic 


junction, “Seek not yet repose.” Bed 
for the night and day of Mafeking 
scemed unworthy, inadeyuate,—an 


anticlimax, Every one wanted to be 
(the man on the street, to wave your 
flag, to tickle your neighbor with a 
penoock's feather, remove your hat (o1 
better still someone else's), and hav- 
ng placed it on the ground, jump on 
it, Some day | suppose, a great 
thinker will arise and ex- 
plain why it is that when a man is 
deeply moved by the “England, Home 
and Beauty” sentiment, he yearns 
with all his soul for the smashing of 
hats! 

“When we passed the Mansion 
flouse on our return home Saturday 
evening, the road was strewn with 
remnants of hats—felt hats, silk 
hats, straw hats, caps of all kinds 
ind descriptions denoting all classes 
—lying in a socialistic litter of 
fragments, ground into the dust, 
Now do not say in defence of the Bri- 
tish nation anything about a display 
of feeling lowards huts because they 
ire felt, for that joke is too old and 
quite antediluvian over here, It is 
nevitable that when “there is sound 
of revelry by night” or day, music 
arises “with its volu;tuous swell,” 
Music is an elustic term 
in this case, which comprises 
inything from the National 
Anthem, “Rule Britannia,” “Soldiers 
of the Queen” (or all three together 
generally), to mouth organs, tin 
whistles, toy trumpets, etc., but it 
could have been no ordinary en- 
thusiasm which induced those who are 


usually staid, sedate, respectable 
citizens to encase combs in tissue 
paper and extract or rather force 
out of that wumateur ipstrument 


weird sounds of joy and triumph! 
“From the midst of all these seeth- 
ing, swaying, “prancing” proceedings 
which were to be seen all over Lon- 
don as Friday the 18th of May 
turned into Saturday the 19th, and 
as the hours of Saturday followed 


one another in quick succession, I 
select one or two little ones, which 
I witnessed with my own cyes, for 


the sake of any pensive philosopher 


who may care to write a short his- 
tory of these two eventful days, 
Here is cone: A number of factory 


girls, by the hundred, marched along 
the street with huge poke bonnets 
made of course brown paper, trim- 


med with ruchings of red, white and’ 


blue tissue paper and immense B.P.'s 
(Baden-Powell’s) of the same on the 
brim, carrying flags and singing. 
They were en route for the Mansion 
House. Just as they were passing 
the corner where I stood, one of them 
riotously embraced a staid, middle- 
aged nobleman standing in front of 
us in the clear glare of the noonday 
son. He did not call for the police, 
be did not wince, he patted the girl 
soothingly on the shoulder and said, 
“Yes, my dear, | have heard that 
Mafeking is relieved!" Another scene 
was two portly gentlemen clasping 
eich other suddenly round the waist 
(or where it shovld be),  spin- 
ning round like whirling Dervishes, 
cheering the while, and with no un- 
stable equilibrium ! Jul to enlarge 
upon such scenes would spoil them, 
They are simply incidents among a 
thousand |!

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OUR WASHINGTON LEITER, 


Washington, June 11. — The wood 
pulp situation in Canada is,attracting 
considerable attention in the United 
States, where the price of paper is 
steadily rising, and the newspapers 
are kicking vigorously about it. Of 
course, now- that Congress has ad- 
journed, nothing can be done to change 
the tariff laws until next December 
or January atidyprobably nothing will 
be done then unless Mr, Bryan should 
win, though there will undoubtedly be 
a strong effort to secure action 
Charles Kurtz, «a manufacturer of 
Toronto, who is in this city, has been 
discussing the situation in an interest- 
ing manner. He thinks that if Cana- 
da holds out, the United States will 


give in on the pulp question. Said he; | 


“Ontario has passed what is known as 
the manufacturers’ restrictive tax, 
providing that all Ontario timber 
must be manufactured where cut. We 
could not very well make an export 
duty, but this answers the same pur- 
pose. Formerly it was the practice to 
take Canadian logs to American mills 
and have them sawed on (bis side. 
This was a good thing for American 
manufacturers, but did not develop 
the districts from whence the logs 
were taken. Now we insist that the 
logs be manufactured where cut, and 
this will force the building of cities 
and villages. This Jaw raised a terri- 
ble row on the American side.- Amer- 
icans had purchased’ the right to cut 
the logs with the understonding that 
they could be taken to American mills 
and it Was said tbat the restrictive act 
was practically a confiscation of pro- 
perty. iam not able to discuss the 
legal points, but the law js certainly 
a good thing for Canada, There is no 
activity in our lumber business now 
because We are shut out of the Ameri- 
can markets. Our own markets will 
grow, and if we only keep our nerve 
it is only a question of time until the 
Americans come to us. They need 
our lumber.” 

Apropos of this subject, (Consul 
Shotts. at Sault St. Murie, has report- 
ed to the State Department that On- 
tario has recently granted to the 
Spanish River Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany the right to select as o reserve 
fifty square miles of spruce and other 
woods suitable for pulp, with the fur- 
ther privilege of cutting pulp wood on 
territory five miles on either side 
of the Spanish River and tributa- 
ries. This gives the company control 
of over 2,500 square miles of territory. 
Another grant for 40 square miles was 
given to the Blanch River Pulp and 
Paper Company, and an_ additional 
right to cut pulp wood on the Blanch 
River and tributaries, A grant was 
alsogivento the Nipigon Pulp, Paper 
and Manufacturing Company, on the 
Nipigon River near the north shore of 
Lake Superior, All the above com- 
panies agreed to erect costly mills 

A good deal of attention is also be 
ing paid to Canadian mining by the 
United States papers.

CHINA HAS DECLARED. WAR. | 


Imperial Forts at Taku Opened 
Fire on the Foreign Fleet. | 


International Fieet Captures the Furts 
After w Combined Attack — Chiuese 
Fire Wus Unexpested—The Cusuultion 
Were: Killed, Mritieh, 1; German, J, 
Kueste, 146: aud Freaueb, 1; Wiflty-Twe 
Wounded ~Ferts Are Now Occupied, 


London, June 19 (3.830 a.m.) — 
Chinw declared War against the 
World When the Taku forts opened 
fire on the International fleet The 


accounts of What took place are still 
unsatisfactory, the best seut-official 
information being the despatch re 
colyed at Berlin from Che loo aa fol- 
lows 

Herlin, June 18,—(Later,)—A semi 
oflicial despatch from Che Foo an 
nounced that the Taku forts had been 
captured after a combined attack by 
the foreign Warships Theee mon on 
the German Warship Iitia were killed 
and seven Were wounded 

The despatch added that the foreipn 
settlements at Tien Tsin were being 
red When the despatch left noth- 
ing bad been heard from the German 
detachment sent to Pekin or from the 
German Legation there 

Story Drom Che Fao. 

An Associated Press despatch from 
Che Foo, dated yesterday, says: 

"The forts on both = sides of | the 
Taku are pow occupied. The Chinese 
opened fire unoxpectedly, 

The Crenultios 

“The casvaltics to the mixed forces 
were an follows: Killed—British 1, 
German 3, Russian 16 and French 1. 
Wounded—British 4, German 7, Rus- 
slun 45 and French 1, 

“the Chinese torpedo boats were 
seized,"’ 

Orders From Vekin to lire. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Daily Mail, telegraphing yesterday 
SVS: 

“The Taku forts began firing wm 
obedience to orders from Pekin, con- 
veyed in a personal edict of the Em- 
press. Dowager, by advice pf Kang 
Yi, President of the Ministry of War. 
Several . Warships were strugk by 
shells from the 12-inch guns of the 
forts, 

Heavy Kusstan Losses, 

"The heavy Russian losses were due 
to the blowing up of the magazine at 
Nandshur, 

“Pour hundred Chinese are report- 
ed to have been killed, The Chinese, 
When retreating, fell into the hands 
of the Russian land force,"* 

Detulleof Vaku riche. 

The Shanghal correspondent of The 
Times, under yesterday's date gives 
the following description, said to be 
taken from ofticial sources, of the ac- 
tion at Taku: 

“On the afternoon of June 16, in 
view of the large bodies of Chinese 
troops assembling at the forts, and 
of the facts that the torpedoes had 
been laid in the river, and that all 
communications Were interrupted, 
the naval commanders held a coun- 
cil and decided to send an ultimatum 
calling for the disbandment of the 
troops, and announcing that, if this 
demand were not complied with be- 
fore 2 a. m., of the following day 
the united squadron would destroy 
the forts, 

The Forts Opened Fire,

H.C. and Mrs. Wrinch—Thse Ep- 
worth Leagues of the City and 
Sidney. 


The gathering of the Upworth Lea- 
gues of Belidville and Sidney in the 
Holloway St. Methodist Church on 
Monday evening to bid farewell to Dr. 
and Mrs. Wrinch, on their departure 
for the Upper Skeena, Hritish Colum- 
bia, proved one of the most interest- 
ing and imposing meetings that has 
been held in our city for some time. 
When a student at Albert College Dr. 
Wrinch received the divine “call” to 
offer himself for missionary work and 
since that time has been preparing 
himself for his life work as a:medical 
missionary. For years also his wife 
has had the impression that she should 
be a missionary, and by teaching for 
several years and then becoming a 
professional nurse, she also has been 
acquiring information which will ald 
her in thé work Lo which she believes 
she has been as divinely called as her 
husband. 

Doctor and Mrs. Wrinch have been 
assigned to the most northerly of the 
mission stations of the Methodist 
Church; three thousand miles from 
here on the trail to the Klondyke, 
amongst several thousand Indians and 
miners and will be the helpers of Rey. 
W. H. Peirce, the Indian inissionary, 
whose visit to our cily last winter 
will be remenibered by many. 

There was much singing by the au- 
dience, by quartettés from the Taber- 
nacle and Holloway St. Leagues, and 
solos by Misses Foster, Watson, and 
de Guerre, Others who took part in 
prayer, readings or addresses were 
Miss Martin, Rey. C. E. McIntyre, Rev. 
J. J. Rice, Rey. Prof. Doxsee, Prof. 
Faull, Mr. Wm. Johnsoa and Mr. C.

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THE CONVENTION OVER 


Yesterday's Proceedings Brought to a 
Close the Meetings of the Ontario 
D, M. Association. 
TULSDAY MORNING. 


This session was opened by prayer 
by Mr. Fraser, after which Mr, Mad- 
den presented the report of the com- 
mittee on the revision of the consti- 
tution and by-laws, which was adop- 
ted. The changes provided (that the 
old officers should retain office for 





-+| 30 days after the close of the conven- 


tion, that Britisb subjects shall be el- 
igible for membership after two 
years und for office after five years’ 
residence in tbe province, and that al- 
iens shall be eligible for office five 
years after naturalization. 

Mr. A. W. Mason, of Toronto, gave a 
short but pointed and practicat ad-. 
dress on “Temperance.” lle pointed 
out some of the outward signs and 
the inward effects of the use of in- 
toxicants, showed that water was es- 
sential to plant and animal life, while 
liquor is always deleterous, and urged 
that all friends of temperence should 
stand together and never give up the 
fight until the victory was guined. He 
quoted the exaniple of Lord Roberts, 
Kitchener and other reat generals as 
illustrating the benefits of  abstin- 
ence and claimed that to this was lar- 
gely due their suecess.. He strongly 
advised all young men to never touch 
the intoxicating cup, and cOunselled all 
young ladies never to marry a man 


who drinks. . 

Mr. Jefferson, Toronto, followed 
with a short address on “Poultry 
Raising.” 


Mr. Slater, of foronto, then gave 
a practical talk on the relations of 
the deaf with the hearing in social 
and business life; He found that as 
a rule they got along very well with 
each other, though occasionally mis- 
understandings produced « little fric- 
tion and bad feeling. He advised the 
deaf to always try to oullivate kindly 
relations with the bearing. 

Mr. Hazleton of Dejhi, followed with 
a practical and interesting address on 
“Negligence vs. Industry, in Busi- 
ness." He pointed out that idleness 
was one of the greatest curses that 
afflicted huraanity, providing an open 
door for temptation, and would as- 
suredly produce failure and disaster 
in buSiness. It was of supreme im- 
portance that every young person 
should be brought up in habits of in- 
dustry and thrifts and to learn some 
useful trade. Even the wealthy may 
meet with adversity and well is it for 
such if they have some good trade on 
which they can rely. 

Mr. Bayne, of Ottawa, emphasized 
the thoughts expressed by the previous 
spenker and gave several practical il- 
lustrations of tbe evils of slothful- 
ness, and the benefits of industrious 
habits and application to business. 

At- this stage of the proceedings 
some meinbers of the Board of Edu- 
cation and Rey. Mr. Waich made their 
appearance Lo Welcome the convention 
to the cily. Superintendent Mathi- 
son introduced the visitors to the 
convention, making reference to the 
interest they had ever shown in the 
Institution, and referred especially to 
the faithful ministrations of Rey. 
Canon Burke. 

Each of the visiting gentlenien— 
Revs. Burke und Watch, and Messrs. 
Hudson, Walker and Jolnson, briefly 
addressed the convention and expres- 
sed their gratification at the fine 
work being done there, and wishing 
everyone present every success in life, 

The committees on resolutions pre- 
sented their report, which was adopt- 
ed, It set forth that in the opinion 
of the convention the combined sys- 
tem is the only one to give instruc- 
tion to the deaf with assured success, 
That oralism, exclusive of any other 
method of teaching the deaf of dif- 
ferént mental CApACilies be condemned; 
that articulationdforithe deaf who 
show. a good apell ude for speaking be 
heartily endorsed; that higher clas- 
ses be established in the Ontario In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb and 
support from the Ontario Government 
for that object be requested, so that 
a graduate may be able+to enter col- 
lege and prepare for the higher re- 
sponsibilities of life; that the deaf be 
entitled to enjoy the privileges or ben- 
efits of insurance compnaaies and as- 
socintions the same as hearing peo- 
ple os there is no proof that the deaf 
are more liable to accidents than the 
hearing, and that the Association ex- 
tend to the president their sorrow be-

Ottawa, Jine 21.—In the House 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Morrison 
asked Sir Wilfrid Laurier if any steps

In regard to the complaint received 
from Henri Hatch, Dr. Border said 
that he inquired of the department, 
and was informed that proper pre- 
cautions were being taken, and con- 
sequently ho did not think that any 
further action in the matter was no- 
cessary, Dr, Devlin had assured the 
Minister that the food he (Devlin) in- 
tended to supply was the same as the 
food successfully tested at Kingston, 

Dr. Borden had then sent Devlin 
with a sample of his food to Dr, 
Neilson, the Director-General of the 
Medical Stores, with instructions to 
Neilson to see that this food was 
really the same as the food tested at 
Kingston, He had not noticed the 
dissimilarity betWeen the name of the 
food tested at Kingston and the name 
of the food which Devlin sold the de 
partinent. The one was known as 
Hatch’s “‘protose,”’ the other as Dey- 
lin und Lyons’ ‘‘vitaline.”’ In the de- 
partment the only name given the 
food Was ‘‘vegetable proteid.’’ . 

Dr. Borden was confident that if the 
aualysis disclosed anything irregular 
he would have been informed of it by 
Dr. Neilson or some of the depart- 
ment oflicials. No report of the analy- 
sis Was ever inade to him,,and con- 
sequently he concluded that every- 
thing was all right. 

The Minister emphatically denied 
any knowledge of the fact that the 
food was being brought tg Montreal 
from the United States, and had nev- 
er given any order for the free entry 
of the rations, nor had he any kynowl- 
edve as to Devlin’s place of manufac- 
ture.

Hatoh Gives Evidence, 


Mr, Henri Hatch, the Austrian food 
chemist, Was next examined. He owns 
the ‘“‘Hatch VProtose Factory’ in 
Montreal, and is the sole manufactur- 
er of ‘‘Protose,’’ q duly registered 
concentrated food product containing 
85 per cent. proteids or tissue-produc- 
ingg eleinents. Samples of the food 
tested at Kingston were exhibited. 
They were in’ the shape of small 
brown biscuits and contained on the 
average GO per cent. proteids. The 
cost price of the food was about 
$1.25 per pound. Mr Hatch explain- 
ed that he had purchased g sample of 
Deviin's food from the Vitaline Com- 
pany through the agency of a man 
named Moore. ‘This sample he had 
analyzed by a Montroal analyist, and 
the result showed that the food con- 
tained about 17 per cent. proteids. 
Comparing his own food with the 
food manufactured by Deylin, Mr. 
Hatch said that ‘‘Protose’’ differed 
visibly from ‘‘Vitaline,’’ both in col- 
or and texture. “The Witness declar- 
ed that Devlin’s ‘‘Vitaline,”’ as ana- 
lyzed in the Interior Department, was 
not by any means a concentrated 
food, aad os ay emergency food was 
quite useless If the food tested at 
Kingston had contained no more than 
16 per cent, protelds the test would 
have been declared unsuccessful with- 
in tive days.

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London, June —A scecial from 
Shanghai says that it reported from 
Japanese sources that 1,500 foreign- 
ers have been massacred at Tien- 
Tsin. 

Brussels, June 22.—The Petit Bleu 
States that a telegram was received 
yesterday by on important Brussels 
firm from China, saying that Ad- 
miral Seymour’s relieving force and 
the Russian column entered Pekin 
simultaneously. The Legations were 
reported intact and all the Belgian 
residents are said to be safe. 

Caleutta, June 22.— Fourteen tran- 
sports will convey troops from India 
to China, All except six are already 
in port. The Nerbudda and Palam- 
cotta will probably sail Sunday with 
the Seventh Bengal Infantry. 

London, June 22,—Lord Salisbury 
presided this morning at a meeting 
of the Cabinet specially summoned to 
consider the far -eastern crisis. Prior 
to the meeting the French ambuassa- 
dor, M, Paul Cambon, and the Chinese 
Minister, Sir Chih Cheu Lo Fang Luh, 
paid o lengthy visit to the officials 
of the Foreign Office, and it is ex- 
pected that important developments 
will be the outcome of the Cabinet 
conference, as Lord Salisbury pro- 
ceeded to Wimdsor after the meeting. 
The apprehension ‘as to the fate of 
the Europeans cut off at Tien Tsin 
has been sharpened by Admiral 
Kempff's message, which was tho 
first definite announcement of the 
bombardment und destruction of the 
foreign colvessions, But in spite of 
Shanghai's grim statement that the 
Chinese used  forly-pounders and 
that 1,500 foreigners were massacred 
there is no reason to conclude that 
the foreign colony has been unable 
to protect itself, “Shanghai also re- 
ports that Tieu-Tsin wus bombarded 
for two days and that the casualties 
were one hundred and estimates that 
five thousand international troops 
are there, and says that now that 
the allied commanders at Taku are 
hastily pushing forward a relief col- 
umn, it is hoped that the worst ap- 
prehensions will soon be dispelled. 

Another Shanghai despatch an- 
nounces that all the members of the 
foreign community of Pei Ta Ha have 
arrived at Che Fu on board the Nash- 
ville, but that they left all their pow 
sessions behind them, 

A despatch to the Associuted Presa 
from Shanghai, under this after- 
noon'’s date, says five Chinese war- 
Woo Sung to-day, and 
officers of the British armour- 
cruiser Undaunted visited the 
Chinese commanding officer and re- 
ceived an assurance that the ships 
were under orders to act against any 
Boxers rising. 

The Superintendent of Foreign Te- 
legraphs bas started for Chu Fu to 
organize & service thence to Shanghai, 

London, June 22.—In the House of 
Comurons to-day Mr. Wm, St. John 
Broderick, the under Secretary of 
State for Voreign Affairs, snid the 
Foreign Office had no news from 
Pekin or Vice Admiral Seymour.

When a journal of the standing and 
influence of the St. James Gazette 
tells Sir Wilfrid that he “would be 
“well advised if he were to call his 
“errant colleague to Ottawa, where 
“his speeches less of- 
“fence and give rise to fewer con- 
“ ceptions than they do in Paris,” the 
reader may be sure thal there is aris- 
ing in England a feeling of resent- 
ment against this renegade Tory 
fanatic. His speeches if made in’ 
Canada would be taken at their full 
value. In England, he is not so well

atanding that British interest wero 
to be preserved in China pending the 
termination of the struggle in South 
Africa, The United States does not 
own or lease a foot of soil in China 
and has only a few missionaries there, 
nearly all of whom are located in a 
region some distance from the scene 
of the trouble. By recent treaties 
with the European powers, if has se- 
cured equal trade privileges in all ter- 
ritory held by all of them, Yet it is 
the only power to land regular soldiers 
in China. Why does it do it? There 
can be but one answer, 

The New Orleans ‘times Democrat 
prints the following which should be 
of interest to Canadians; “Captain 
Webster, of the big transport Milwau- 
kee, which left this port ‘Tuesday with 
a cargo of horses for South Africa, 
told an interesting story of the Cana- 
dian troops which he carried some time 
ago from Halifax to the seat of war. 
‘Considerable surprise has been ex- 
pressed,’ said the captain, ‘that the 
Canadians suffered so little from the 
hot climate in South Africa, There 
were fewer cases of sickness and heat 
prostration among them than in-any 
other command, but that was due un- 
doubtedly to the physical examination 
they were obliged to pass beforg leav- 
ing. I have been in the service a good 
many years, but I never saw-anyLlhing 
like it. Men were rejected for defects 
that an ordinary recruiting surgeon 
would scarcely observe, let alone ques- 
tion. At Halifax a magnificent big 
athlete came out to bid his brother 
good-bye and told me between tears 
and curses that he lad been turned 
down. I asked why, and he showed 
m6 a minute section broken off of one 
of his teeth. That will give you an 
idea of the severity of the examina- 
tions. The rank and file of the Cana- 
dians we carried were men. from the 
country—buunters, trappers, and ex- 
pers of wood-craft. ‘They were used 
to hard fare and exposure and to them 
the campaign was a sort of big picnic. 
One of Lord Roberts’ officers told me 
they were the only men in the army 
who made no complaint about ‘bully’ 
beef. They ate it with a relish, pro- 
nounced it a first rate ration and ask- 
ed for more. The Canadians were the 
marvels of the African corps. ‘They 
shamed every° other branch of the 
service.’ /’ 

Scarcely a month passes without 
some one turning up in this country 
as claimant of an estate or a title in 
Great Britain, and the appearnace of o 
new one would be of no particular in- 
terest were it not that he lays claim 
to the earldom of Airlee, the holder of 
which has recently been killed in bat- 
tle with the Boers.

Mr. Hender- 
Bon is a great adumiver of American 
methods, which he says aré being 
more and more adopted in Great 
Briatin, This is particularly true,” 
he said, “in regard to transportation 
facilities. In addition to the rapid 
handling of freight, the railway com- 
panies have adopted time-saving 
schedules for the business man.

Since the days of old, 
when the cynic Diogenes walked thro- 
ugh the streets of Athens, manliness 
had been eulogized by historians, glor- 
ified by painters, sung by poets, prais- 
ed by all, and practised by few. A man 
who went out to preach manliness 
would find many discouragements, for 
that quality required the possession 
of many kindred virtues, such as 
truthfulness, chaslily, benevolence and 
temperance, and, unfortunately, they 
were admired more in the abstract 
than practised in the concrete. To be 
manly, a man should have high ideals. 
The Prince Consort once gave a prize 
to an academic institution, and he 
gave it, not to the brightest or witti- 
est young man, bul to the onewith 
the highest motive. Tha’ thought 
was right in line with his subject this 
morning, the man with the highest 
motive was the best an. The _ pos- 
session of great strength did not 
make/a man a tnanliy man; John L. 
Sullivan or Samson were both types 
of muscle wilhoul brain, while John 
Wesley and Dr, Watts were small 
men, but they stood for Christian 
manliness to-day because their mo- 
tives were pure and high. Much 
learning would not make a man man- 
ly, as witness Bacon, who had come 
down through bistory as the greatest, 
Wisest, meanest of mankind because he 
lacked the chief element in manliness, 
a high motive. Wealth was not nec- 
essary to manliness. Munly men are 
those who do theip duty Whatever may 
befal them, Whey St. Paul went up 
to Jerysulem, he was besought by his 
friends not to go, but Paul put duty 
before even life itself, Manliness also 
implied yeliability ; a manly man was 
one you could depend upon, who had 
the courage of his convictions. Na- 
poleon said all men could be bought if 
you threw them gold enough; Wal- 
pole said every man had his price, but 
the preacher did not believe that, he 
was Sure there were to-day plenty of 
men and women who would do their 
duty if they were burned at the stake 
for jit. The manly man Was isda Man 
of sympathy He hhd been atruck 
lately by the fact that Lord Rob- 
erts had sent a cablegram to a woman 
in Peterboro, Whose husband had been 
wounded in Africa, telling her he 
would recover.

Dear Sister,—I write you a few more 
lines. The last time I wrote I was 
at Winberg, ond now, I am at Kroon- 
stadt. I suppose you know all about 
the fight we had at Zand River. 1 
was in it and I came through all 
right. Lt is quite un experience to have 
the bullets flying over your head every 
minute. We got up the morning of 
the fight and were advance guard, and 
when wbout a mile from camp, as we 
got near the river, going down the 
hill, we were fired on by the Boers, 
and of course we laid down, but had 
nothing to get behind but ant hills 
or some large weeds. We = stayed 
there, lying on our faces, from 6 till 
2 o'clock in the afternoon, that is, & 
hours, and having them in their tren- 
ches shooting at us, but they got 
scared after a little and retired. We 
had one killed and seven wounded, and 
lots of them had bullets through their 
boots and never got the skin hurt. 
They would seem to get a bead on you 
and then shoot five times at you, and 
then stop for a minute, and if the 
first bullet struck on the side of 
you all would do the same, There was 
one fellow shot through both legs and 
when the stretcher bearers went to 
get him they shot him through the 
shotilder. Well, I want to tell you 
about the boys. Glencoe Hulme, Er- 
nest Frye and Jones, of the Belleville 
boys, are up here now, and the others 
have been sick, but we expect them 
wp in a day or two us the captain 
told us last night that Colonel Otter 
had left Bloemfontein with a lot of 
the boys. None of them are very bad. 
I don't know when we will leave here, 
but not for a few days, as we want .

staunch and honorable friend, and 
showed he was a gallant soldier of 
the Queen In 1866 and 1885, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier, in eloquent 
phrases, declared the deceased had 
no enemies in the House, but only 
friends. He Was an admirable type 
of man, possessing strong views, 
but always ‘presenting them with a 
generosity that propitiated the re- 
spect of his audience, He felt that 
his honest manly countenance would 
be missed by all, 

Dr, Sproule, in a voice struggling 
With emotion, spoke of his departed 
friend Whom he had known intimate- 
ly for over 30 years. In his death 
the House had not only lost an hon- 
ored and useful member, but Can- 
ada had lost one of her best sub- 
jects. The deceased had been a 
staunch and consistent representa- 
tive of his constituency, and his 
name Was synonomous with honor, 
integrity and manhood. He con- 
veyed to the House the thanks of the 
bereft family for the kinds words 
spoken of the husband and father. 

A beautiful wreath of lilles and 
roses Was placed on the desk of the 
deceased by his colleagues in the 
House. 

When. the House turned to other 
matters, the Opposition numbered 10 
with the Government 40. 

The Chinese Lill. 

The debate on the Chinese 
bill was continued by Dr. 
Christie and Mr. Charlton, The latter 
declared that, abstractly, the Goy- 
ernment Was Wrong in putting re 
strictions upon immigration; but, 
concretely, the Government was all 
right. He was inclined to think that 
the Gowernment had gone too fur in 
raising the tux to $100, and the ba- 
sis of his argument was the brother- 
hood of man.

Dr. Sproule held that undesirable 
{uimigrants should be shut out. 

Mr. Aulay Morrison, New West- 
winster (Liberal), said that Chinese 
and Japanese immigration degraded 
labor. Of the two, the Japs were 
worse than the Chinese. He moved, 
in amendment to the bill, that no 
Jap or Chinese should be admitted to 
Canada Without being able to read 
and write one Buropean language. 

Frank Oliver, Alberta (Liberal), 
supported the amendment, He de- 
clared the presence of the Chinese and 
the Japs in British Columbia was a 
menace to Eastern Canada, because 
they closed up avenues of labor that 
would otherwise be filled by an exo- 
dus from the East. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that 
Morrison's amendment could not 
accepted, 

Col. Prior Wanted the tax raised to 
$500, but this Was declared out of 
order. 

After a few verbal amendments had 
been accepted, the bill was reported.

CARNEGIE MODEL RUA 


By J. T. ODELL. 


The Cheapest Transportation by Rail 
inthe United States—Changes in 
Equipment in Thirty-Five Years — 
Carryinga Tonnage Equal to that 
of Three Great Pacific Roads Com- 
bined. 


(New York Evening Post.) 

From the earliest colonial times 
down to the present day the material 
progress of this country has adyanc-~ 
ed in point of time and space in pro~ 
jportion to the growth of facilities 
for transportation of persons and 
agricultural, mining, and manufac- 
tured products. The rate of progress 
could be but slow as long as the means 
of communication were limited to the 
natural ones of rivers and lakes, and 
the artificial cones of ordinary high- 
ways by land, and to canals. “But with 
the beginning of the railroad era the 
development received a great impetus 
and steadily gained in celerity and 
territorial extent in precise corres- 
pondence with the spreading of the 
met of rails from East to West. The 
history of American railroads show 
thaf, with the exception of some of 
th.» in the thickly populated older 
States, they were built not so much 
with reference to existing conditions 
as for the purpose of rendering the 
settlement of the traversed regions 
practicable, by which the needed traf- 
fic would be gradually created. The 
truly stupendous growth of the grea- 
ter part of the Union west of the Mis- 
sissippi during the last half of the 
nineteenth century, is indisputably 
due altogether to the tens of thous- 
ands of miles of rail arteries of tra- 
vel and commerce that have been con- 
structed through it. It is no exag- 
geration to say that but for the rail- 
roads it would have taken five hun- 
dred years instead of fifty to reach 
the present stage of development. 


A GREAT PROBLEM. » 


But the opening of such vast stret- 
ches of territory by the roilroads soon 
resulted in confronting the past and 
present generation with the new pro- 
blem of marketing the enormous in- 
crease in the products of the soil, the 
forest, and the mines, in competition 
with the rest of the civilized world. 
This problem has been one of the 
highest national importance from the 
very beginning, and is becoming more 
sa from year to year. It affects cit- 
her directly or indirectly every 
habitant of North America. It is 
entirely a question of transportation, 
No country produces as cheaply as 
the United States, but how to get 
the product to tide-water at so low 
n cost as to leave sufficient remunera- 
tion to the producer and carrier, is 
the problem, It has been the subject 
of study and experimentation with 
railroad managers these many years. 
Much progress has been made, and,

Within the short per- 
iod of thirty-five years the capacity 
of the cars has been qu vdrupled, the 
weight of the rail nearly doubled, the 
locomotives increased in weight two 
and one-half times, the carrying abi- 
lity of the bridges increased two- 
fold. These striking improvements 
of the permanent way, motive po- 
wer, and rolling stook have borne 
great fruit in rendering possible the 
reduction in the’ last sixteen yours 
of the freight rates from 33 to 50 per 
cant, These accomplished results re- 
nder it, therefore, reasonable to swp- 
pose that the time is coming when 
auch low ocean rates will become per= 
manently practicuble, as will insure 
a constant export of our surplus 
products with a fair remuneration 
to shippers and carriers, During the 
transition period from low to higher 
capacity of the equipment, and the 
old to the present strength of track 
the freight rates were steadily fall- 
ing, oWing to growing production with 
unfavorable markets and increased 
carrying competition. The greater ex- 
penditure on the one side and dimin- 
ished revenue on the other was too 
much for many of the railrouds, and 
they underwent bankruptoy and re- 
organization, The progress of phy- 
sical regeneration will have to become 
general in order to secure steady 
markets for us abroad. f 

Railway managers are greatly agi- 
tated over the question of “ton-mile 
cost,” which means, of course, the 
question of the relative spread bet- 
wean live weight and paying load of 
the freight trains. Probably 65 per 
cent. of all the weight hauled by the 
locomotives of the freight (trains 1s 
dead weight, and only 45 per cent. 
paying load. This spread makes too 
great a “ton-mile cost.’ It is out of 
proportion to the freight rate, and 
the percentages must be reversed. 
This is what all the roads are striving 
to attain, but it means heavy expen- 
diture for a great many of them. ‘The 
average payimg load of all the freight 
trains of the country is probably lesa 
than 200 tons, which means, of course, 
ua greater ‘“ton-mile cost’ than the 
probable “coming” export rate will 
stand, This partially explains tho 
rehabilitation of railroads now going 
on. 

Few people outside of the immediate 
vicinity of Pittsburg have the slight- 
est conception of the enormity of the 
railroad tonnage drawn to and from 
that centre, and an investigation of 
its traffic affords a fine field for the 
transportation student, and will 
broaden him. The tonnage of the Car- 
negie Steel Co, alone, raw material 
and finished product (being 16,000,000 
tons last year), is as great as thecom- 
bined tonnage of the Northern Pacific, 
Union Pacific and Missouri Pacific 
Railways, embracing as they do more 
than 13,000 miles of track, and run- 
ning probably 1,500 locomotives and 
50,000 freight cars. This may seem a 
bold statement, but it is true. <A 
few years ago the steel company be- 
came satisfied, after a careful inves- 
‘tigation, that, if a portion of their 
tonnage was separated from the gen- 
eral freight of the railroads, concen- 
trated on a road controlled by their 
own company, and handled in _ solid 
trains, the cost of transportatior{ could 
be materially reduced, and the reduced 
rate be remunerative to the railway. 
With this object in view, they se- 
cured a road of their own, running 
as stated from their mills to their 
own docks at Conneaut on Lake Erie. 
The result of the operation of this 
railway shows as follows; 

The lowest rate per ton per mile, 
the highest average length of reven- 
ue haul in proportion to its track 
mileage, the greatest density of ton- 
nage in proportivn to its freight train 
mileage, the greatest average paying 
load, and the lowest “ton-mile cost” 
of any road on the American contin- 
ent reporting to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. The average pay- 
ing load of all its freight trains, in- 
cluding three branches, and with but 
little back-loading, was, for the year 
ending December 31, 1899, 777 tons. It 
is confidently expected when the 
south and north bound tonnage is 70 
per cent. and 30 per cent., respectively, 
and the tonnage reaches 5,000,000 tons 
annually, as it promises, that the aver- 
age paying load will be not less than 
900 tons, or 4 1-2 times greater than 
the present average paying load of 
the country. The maxiinum weight 
of the paying load for the year was 
1,580 net tons, with the average as 
before stated of 777 tons, Of the ore 
trains, each earned on « 3 1-2 mill 
rate per ton per mile (gross ton) $5.13 
per train mile. The permanent maxi- 
mum grade in the direction of the ore 
traffic will be thirty-one feet to the 
mile. There are five of these grades, 
aggregating a distance equal to about 
30 per cent. of the total distance. These 
grades are worked by an assistant en- 
gine. Each engine can lift nine trains 
per day over its respective territory, 
and by reason of assisting over these 
grades it added 2 9-10 cents per ton to 
the cost of handling the during 
the year 1899. The use of these oassist~ 
ant engines really makes a theoretical 
reduction of the grade to about an 
average of eighteen feet to the mile 
for the entire 152 miles. The road is 
laid with 100-pound rail, and the track 
ballasted with» furnace slag, The 
bridges will carry 6,600 pounds to the 
lineal foot. The standard locomo 
tive is the consolidation pattern, hav- 
ing cylinders 22x28 inches, and weigh- 
ing 170,000 pounds on the
